Silverton, Col., March 20.—Twelve 
miners employed at the Shenandoah 
mine were caught by a great snow- 
slide and swept to their death. Their 
bodies have not yet been recovered. 
Assistance has been summoned from 
Silverton to help dig the victims from 
beneath tho snow. 


According to a report received from 
Howardsville, the 12 men were killed 
by a snow slide which struck the

WOMAN KILLED BY BURGLAR 


Shot While In Bed While Husband 
Was Being Held Up. 


Pottsville, Pa., March 20—Mrs. John 
Morrison, aged 23 years, waa shot and 
killed as she lay in bed with her 15- 
months-old child at their 
home 
in 
Cumbalo, near here. 
John Morrison, 
her husband, says she was killed by a 
masked burglar who, with two other 
masked robbers, visited the house be­ 
fore dawn. 


According to Morrison, who is a 
fireman in an anthracite coal colliery, 
he was awakened by three masked 
men, who at the point of revolvers de­ 
manded that he give them the money 
he had hidden on the first floor of his 
home. Two of the intruders, he says, 
accompanied him down stairs, while 
the third stood guard over his wife. 
After 
handing 
over the money, he 
says, they made him return to bed. 
They then left the room, and as they 
were going down the stairway he fired 
two shots at them, which caused the 
burglars to flee in ha,ste. As no bullet 
holes were found in the house he be­ 
lieves he shot one or more of the 
burglars. 


Upon 
returning to bed, Morrison 
says, he found his wife dead, with a 
bullet in her left temple. 
He then 
gave the alarm. The husband says he 
believes the wife recognized the burg­ 
lar who stood guard over her and that 
the man instantly shot her. 


The police have no clue to the burg­ 
lars and are much mystified over the 
tragedy. Morrison is treasurer of a 
gun club and is known to have had 
about $75 of tho organization's money 
in his home. About a month ago Mor­ 
rison claims to have been held up by 
three masked men who robbed him 
of $15.

STOPS BELCHING. 


The Higheiit Kail road Bridge. 


A. notable engineering work Is now 


being executed in France, and involves 
the construction of a viaduct crossing 
tire Siouie Valley, near Vauriat. This 
structure, known as the Fades Viaduct, 
when completed will be the highest 
railway bridge in the world, the level 
of the rails being 434 feet seven inches 
above the bed of the stream. There 
are two granite masonry tower piers 
which are founded on solid rock and 
rise to a height of 303 feet. 
These 


piers standing alone nave the appear- 
ance of 
large chimneys, but their 


function is to support the three steel 
spans, which have tire unusual lengths 
of 472 feet five inches for the centre 
span and 378 feet fpr each of the flank- 
ing spans. The latter connect with 
masonry approach spans formed by cir- 
cular arches. This bridge differs from 
other structures in the u«e of masonry 
Instead of steel for the centre towers, 
and the use of lattice girder-decK spans 
instead of the arch construction of 
either masonry or steel, a favorite 
method of crossing such a valley.—Har- 
ptar'n Weekly.

I Russian Farmers 
in Kansas Keep 
Tiieir Money In

"A large portion' of the population 
of EJlis County Is' made up of Rus- 
sians who have no working knowledge 
of 
our banking 
system 
or 
disposi- 
tion to learn anything about it," said 
a Hayes City, (Kan.) banker, 


"They do their own banking. Their 
strong box consists of a tin can or 
an old boot and their safety deposit 
vault is a hole under the barn or 
In the cellar: When they want to buy 
something they pay the cash for It. 
When they sell something they 
de- 
mand the cash, and hide it, 


"It is a conservative estimate 
to 
say thai more than half of the act- 
ual cash of this country is hidden/' 
he 
continued. 
"Our deposits 
conie 
chiefly from the Americans. 
Compar- 
atively few of the Russians do any 
banking business. 
We have conduct- 
ed a campaign among them for years, 
and some of the younger element are 
beginning to patronize us. 
But 
the 
old timers are still holding off and 
probably will continue to do so for 
the rest of their lives." 


Perhaps 70 per cent, of the people 
of Ellis County are Russians. More 
strictly speaking, they are 
Oerman- 
Russians. 
Originally they ¡went from 
Germany to Russia, and later came 
here. 
Thr-y are a sturdy, honest poc>- 
pie, industrious, very religious, 
and 
great money savers. 
As debt payers 
they are celebrated. 
They never hide 
(behind the Statute of Limitation. 
If 
a Russian buys a horse or a farm 
ho is just as sure to pay for it aa 
he lives. 
Mortgages are only used 
as protection in case of death. 


Ninety :per cent, of the 
Russians 
own their own farms, and they work 
them to the very limit. 
Wheat 
is 
the principal crop of this section and 
the 
Russians 
are 
the 
great 
-wheat 
raisers of the 'bread belt. 
No sooner 
do they reap one crop than they go 
to plowing for the next. 
It is a com- 
mon thing right now 
to 
see 
one 
branch of a family running a headier 
and another the plows in the same 
field. 


Everybody works. Including father, 
Even the women and children 
take 
to the fields during the busy 
sea- 
son. 
The only rest a Russian gets 
Is on Sunday and religious holidays. 
No contingency ever arises to 
pre- 
vent a Russian from 
i^emembering 
the Sabbath day and keeping it holy. 
The same is true of religious holi- 
days, and the Russians «have many of 
theim 
during 
the 
busy 
summer 
months. 


It was 
thirty-two years 
ago 
that, 
the 
first 
Russian 
colony settled 
in 
Ellis County. 
Since then they have 
multiplied like guinea pigs. 
It is es- 
timated that the average family con- 
tains 
eleven 
members. 
And -from 
time to time, as the older 
settlers 
get in 
financial 
sihape, they send word 
back to Russia for 
relatives 
and 
friends and the colony keeps increas- 
ing right along. 


More than twenty 
families 
have 
been brought over this year. 
Money 
is advanced to pay the expenses of 
the immigrant and his family to thU 
country. 
He is compelled to repay 
his benejaotor in work. 
When 
this 
debt is wiped off the slate he" buya 
a farm on "tick." 
Any Russian can 
•buy a farm that way. 
His friends 
lends .him enough to get started, anJ 
in a few years, usually four or five, 
he pays for his farm and has mon"Gy 
in the tin can. 
Then he Is ready, 
himself, to send to Rusia for a rela- 
tive or friend. 


One secret of the money 
making 
ability of the Russians is that they 
raise enough children to do the work. 
They employ no outside labor to speak 
of except In harvest time, and then 
not very much. 
Again they are not 
only 
frugal,, but 
very plain 
livers 
and dressers. 
They only wear enough 
to hide their bodies in summer and 
to keep warm In the winter» 


all the money and buys Iheir ctoth* 
Inf for them and feeds .them. 


The girls are always provided wittx 
good homes and 'plenty to wear, suiTi 
as it Is. but they never get any farm. 
After the boys are all provided frr 
and the old man still has land left 
he divides it up among the boys In 
his will. 
The only show the girls 
have it to get married. 
That's what 
they are for. 
So the parents aver. 
They marry young. The records show 
that 
75 per 
cent, of 
the 
Russian 
brides are under eighteen years of 
age. 
One little Russian mother, who 
Is now only twenty years old. hr3 
four children. 


CANNED T H U N D E R . 


Dynamite In the Making, As St«n At 
a 
Great 
Plant. 


'So thoroughly deceptive is dynamite 
in the making that you are apt to be 
disappointed on viewing the surface 
of things. 
<You could more 
readilr 
fancy thunderbolts leaping and crash- 
ing from tender blue skies than that 
the most fearful iforces in 
creation 
are hidden under such a peaceful ex- 
terior. 
Nitroglycerine, a cupful 
of 
which 
would 
distribute 
you 
over 
square miles of landscape, is diligent- 
ly mixing around you in 
hundreds 
and thousands of gallons. 
It is mak- 
ing itself in big iron retorts, cascading 
down 
leaden gutters 
and 
merrily 
tumbling in minute Niagaras into im- 
mense vats, where the 
deliquescent 
yellow peril pursues its journey pow- 
derward. 
Out of one receptacle 
it 
fares furiously through special lead 
coils, driven only by cooling blasts 
of air, and is ^rawn oft like draught 
ale and piped onto the next perfect- 
ing stage. 
Gaze with the nitroglycer- 
ine expert into one of those big cal- 
drons. 
The interior Is -brilliantly Il- 
luminated by electricity, the only 11- 
luminating agency permitted 
In 
or 
about the danger houses. 


At the bottom is a molten, sullen 
fluid. 
Glancing cautiously at the ther- 
mometer, the guide tells you that the 
writhing mass Is nitroglycerine. 
It 
is ibeing fused with nitric and syl- 
•phurlc acids, and you are 
casually 
Informed, as the expert sends a cool- 
ing stream through the pipes, that it 
is very necessary to keep the tem- 
perature below eighty degrees. 
Once 
above the eighty-degree dead line, so 
to say, the treacherous liquid might 
instantly voice itself In such a deaf- 
ening explosion as those in close prox- 
imity may never hear but once. 
Let 
the composition be quiescent for but 
a few seconds, and its stillness sud- 
denly becomes that of death, in con- 
sequence of which extreme vigilance 
is -practised in keeping It constantly 
agitated as well as properly tempera- 
tured. 


Around 
you are other houses, 
at 
uniform distances apart, and connect- 
ed by a series of narrow-gauge tracks, 
wherein 
workmen 
are 
railroading 
nitroglycerine 
from 'here and 
pulp 
cotton from there, to be compounded 
into dynamite and blasting gelatine. 
Greatest care is taken in rolling the 
product 
from house 
to house. 
As 
soon as a loaded cart is ready to pass 
out of the nitroglycerine liouse, for 
instance, a semaphore signals from 
an adjoining station, to which the con- 
signment is carefully hurried. Around 
you arc long storehouses .packed with 
pulp in tons of Innocent \Yhitene&s. 


Presently this pulp will assume a 
tan color under the nitrating process, 
and then, suddenly becoming carbon- 
ite, red cross, ihercules, judson and 
giant'powder, forcite 
or what 
.you 
order, it develops the quasi 
virtues 
of 
dynamite—dynamite 
or 
blasting 
gelatine in which more natural forces 
are condensed to the cubic inch than 
exist anywhere else In creation. Death, 
curbed and sleeping, encircles you in 
gallons and tons. Annihilation threat- 
ens at every *turn, In the -form of po- 
tential pulverizing forces. 
But 
the 
man and the mercury are there aiso, 
alert, 
responsive, 
reliable.—Leslie's 
Weekly.

ITS OWN HORSES 


AND lULES, 


A ROLLING PLANT. 


Fewer socks, per capita, are worn 
here than any place Jn America. A 
Russian cannot understand why socka 
and boots are both necessary. -Neith- 
er 
are they 
Inclined 
lo 
recreation. 
An amusement concern would starve 
to de^th among them, 
A street fair 
is in progress here this week. The 
Russians do not patronize it. Their 
children are deprived of the delight 
of riding on the merry-go-round 
or 
the 
Ferris 
wheel. 
They 
can 
get 
enough 
riding 
in 
the 
harvest 
fields on real horses and wagons, so 
the old folks say. 


The Russian have one trait that Is 
repugnant to Americans, and that is 
their treatment of the daughters. 
No 
Pussian girl gets a share of her par- 
ent's pi-operty. 
It all goes to 
the 
boys. 
As a, rule the family hangs to- 
gether 
like beeswax. 
The 
father 
handles all the funds. 
When a boy 
get married or 
deemed competent 
to start out for hinitself the old man 
sets aside a quarter-section of land 
for him. 
This 
is repeated 
to 
the 
other boys as they get old enough 
to branch out for themselves. 
But 
wp until that time the father keep« 


California 
Cactus 
Which 
Blows 
Around the Desert for Months. 


iCurious among vegetable 
growths 
and one which is seldom seen of men 
is the rootless ci\ctus of the California 
desert, says the 
Technical 
World. 
This plant, a r(??md, compact growth, 
rolls about the level floor of the desert 
for some eight or nine months of the 
year, tossed hither and -yon by the 
'T^inds which blow -with fierceness over 
all the California's sand plat during 
those, months. 


At the coming of the rains, or rath- 
er the cloudbursts, which sweep the 
desert in its springtime, this cactus 
takes 
root Avherever it happens 
to 
have been dropped by the last wind 
of which it was the plaything and 
immediately begins 
to put 
out 
all 
around its small shoots, which in turn 
become cacti, exactly like the 
par- 
ent plant. 


These 
young growths incTease in 
.size rapidly, sucking 
the 
moisture 
both from the parent plant and from 
the surrounding earth, 
The roots do 
not penetrate 
the 
soil deeply, 
but 
spread 
often 
over 
a 
circle 
whose 
radius is not less than ten feet, These 
roots, too, are small, but practically 
innumerable, and they get every bit 
of moisture and plant food to b^ had 
in the territory they cover. 
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The 
following telegraph 
dispatch 
from Washington we find in the daily 
papers; 


^'Officials at the AVar Department 
today informed 
Senator 
Curtis 
of 
Kansas that they proposed to estab- 
lish at least three remount 
stations 
in the West for the breeding of army 
horses and mules. 
The 
department 
•has Jiad much diflloulty in securing 
good horses and 
mules 
especially 
adapted for army purposes. 
One sta- 
tion will .be establishod 
either 
in 
Kansas 
or 
Missouri, 
so 
as 
to 
•have 
advantage 
of 
the 
Kansas 
€ i t y 
horse 
and 
mulo 
mark-M;, 
The others will be 
established 
in 
Texas, near Fort Worth, and in Mon- 
tana. 
Senator Curtis 
recommended 
tuat the station near Kansas City be 
established at Fort Riley." 


This is the first intimation we have 
had that such a scheme was on foot 
We believe some other nations, par- 
ticularly the French 
government, is 
•engaged in raising the horses, or a 
part 
of 
them, needed 
for its own 
service. 
What effect it will have up^ 
on our farmer -breeders if the Gov- 
ernment goes into the raising of its 
own mules and -horses should be care- 
fully considered. 
Might it not just 
as well go inio the business of rais- 
ing its own beef and pork, and cur- 
ing the same for army supplies, Its 
own corn and oats, and, in fact, a\l 
Its own supplies, as to raioe 
mules 
and horses? 


But if the Government is going Into 
the business of 
raising 
mules 
and 
horses w^e are pleased to see 
that 
Missouri is one of the States to be con- 
sidered. 
No State in the Union pro- 
duces such a fine class of mules an-l 
(horses as Missouri. The Missouri 
mule 
has a world-wide reputation, in 
ev- 
ery war between nations It plays a 
conspicuous part. 
The high 
quality 
of the 
animals

When the Government -was look- 
ing for the 
best 
standard 
trotting 
bred 
coach stallion 
to 
put 
at 
the 
head of its herd of brood mares at 
Fort Collins, Col., at the Government 
experiment station there, for the pur- 
pose of creating a breed of American 
trotting bred coach horses, after ad- 
vertising for the best .bred, as -well 
as best model of a stallion, 
where 
•size, form, action, color, and all oth- 
er good qualities were 
sidered, the commission 
whicli 
was 
appointed by the Government to se- 
lect such stallion, 
after 
examining 
and 
scaling 
the points of 
stallions 
in all parts of the United 
States, 
finally 
selected Carmon, 
a Missouri 
product, bred by the Colman 
Stock 
Farm of .St. Louis, and he was plac- 
ed at the head of the 
Government 
farm, and his foals are giving 
the 
highest satisfaction. 
He 
is 
trans- 
mitting his own high qualities. 


If, then, 
the 
United 
States 
Gov- 
ernment intends to breed 
'its 
own 
mules and horses, and wants them of 
the highest quality, Missouri is one 
of 
the ¡States which should 
be se- 
lected.

to produce either mules or horses, the 
finest 
.stallions to 
produce 
s^ervice-

This Is a word which has 
been 
coined to denote a peculiar dietary 
idea originated and advocated by Mr. 
Horace Fletcher. 
It is a system of 
dietetics which differs from all others 
in that it takes little or no account 
of tho nature of the food, but con- 
cerns itself entirely with the manner 
of eating. 
It is simple In form, but 
tedious in tho extreme—at least to 
those who do not practice it 
con- 
stantly—In its execution. 


Mr. Fletcher Is an avowed enemy 
of the universal habit of sitting down 
to three meals n day as a routine 
practice, and Insists upon the neces- 
sity of eating only when one is hun- 
gry. 
But .this Is only by the way, for 
the ei.senco of his system Is thorough 
mastication—not thorough only, but 
absolutely complete, 
Ono must chew 
and ch 3W and chew again every mor- 
sel of food taken into the mouth until 
It is reduced to an impalpable and 
tasteless fluid, wh'ch then slips down 
without any conscious act of swallow- 
ing. 


Grand results jn the way of bodily 
and mental vigor are claimed for this 
system. 
Those who practice It are 
said to enjoy absolute health and to 
possess great strength and powers of 
endurance. 
Mr. 
Fletcher 
himself, 
who is now nearly sixty years old, 
is gaining prodigiously In muscular 
power and in the ability to enduro 
great physical strain, although ho as- 
serts that he is not In training and 
that he takes no regular and system- 
atic exercise.

dietary system has only served to de- 
velop his already surpassing powers 
of endurance. 


His excessive 
mastication 
makes 
him very abstemious, for in slow eat- 
ing hunger is appeased by a much 
smaller amount of food than when 
one bolts his food. 
Most persons eat 
far too much, and all excess of food 
puts a tax upon the vital energies. 
Thorough 
mastication is good, 
but 
excessive mastication deprives the di- 
gestive 
organs 
of their 
necessary 
stimulus, and so is an error. 
Mod- 
eration is what should be practiced— 
moderation In the amount of food 
and moderation in its mastication.

Railroad over an embankment, near Por- 
ter's, seriously injuring a number of Ban- 


• overiane and wrecking tbe coaches, this 
• morning. 


The train, which leavee here regularly 


at 7:10 a m., was in charge of conductor 
Jea?e Sell, with engineer Jacob H. Kerch- 
ner and fireman Chas. M. Britcher in the 
cab. 


The accident occurred at the "cut" be- 


yond Penn Grove, several hundred feet 
from Porter's Station. At this point, to 
the right, the embankment is possibly 20 
'.faec high, and OB the left of the; roadbed 
about 15 feet 


Engineer Kerchner states that he felt 


the tension as the front truck of the en- 
gine struck the break ; the engine fortun- 
ately stuck to the rails before the drivers 
were derailed, which alone prevented the 
tentire train from plunging down the em- 
bahktnem. . He immediately applied the 
air and emergency brakes, but by that 
time'thet-coaches had broken looe* and 
before the passengere had time to realize 
what had happened, one coach was hurl-

soon made and arrangements 
made 
for dinner. 
The Chinese seem to

GAMBLING ON THE COFFEE 
EXCHANGE KILLED BY BRAZIL 


She Bought the Surplus Crop in a Bumper Year to Prevent 
a Trade Disaster and Controls the Market—Price Held 


So Steady Speculation is Idle—Nearly 8,000,- 


000 Bags of Coffee Held To-Day by 
the State Worth $10 to $11 a Bag. 


Transactions 
In options 
and 
fu- 
tures in the New York Coffee Ex- 
change have almost ceased. 
A year 
ago the dally sales 
were 
30,000. 
There was a net decline In 
sales, 
I'nostly speculative, of 7,414,000 bags 
during the past twelve months 
as 
compared with the previous year. 


For all practical purposes it may 
be said 
that 
gambling 
in 
coffee 
prices has ended for the time being, 
not only in New York but in Ham- 
burg, Germany, and Havre, France, 
where 
are the other 
principal 
ex- 
changes. 


This has been brought about not 
by internal 
reform of 
coifee 
ex- 
changes, for traders are keen as ever, 
nor by legislation, for all measures 
proposed at the last session of the 
Now York Legislature to end 
gam- 
bling in food stuffs and stocks were 
defeated. 


Due to Brazil's Action. 


It is due solely, to the remarkable 
experiment now being made by the 
Government of Brazil to control, for 
the benefit of her own people, 
the 
surplus coffee supply of the world. 
Some merchants in the trade call the 
undertaking 
socialism, others 
char- 
acterize it as an example of-financial 
paternalism, 
while 
speculators 
de- 
nounce it as a corner in the market, 
an 
unwarranted 
interference 
by 
government in private business. But 
those importers who ai*e allied in the 
valorization scheme, as it is called, 
declare that it is merely a form of 
protection for home industry, a re- 
versal in details of operation of our 
own protective tariff. 


The Brazilian experiment has been 
in operation for a year and a half, 
but only during the past few weeks 
has the full force of its operations 
been felt in the markets of the world. 
Slowly but steadily the transactions 
of 
speculators 
have been 
squeezed 
dow-n; very surely has the range of 
fluctations 
in prices been 
narrowed 
and steadied, until to-day'the possi- 
bility of rise or fall has been reduced 
to such a small fraction that there 
is neither 
excitement i:or i^roflt in 
speculation. 


Natui-e smiled on Brazil in 1906 
in unprecedented plenty^ and the cof- 
fee crop for the year was 
nearly 
double the customary production. In 
the calendars of trade the coffee year 
extends from July I to June 30, so 
that 
officially this bumper 
crop 
is 
recorded as that of 1906-7. 


Ordinarily 
Brazil 
produces 
be- 
tween ten and eleven million of bags 
of coffee, or about two-thirds of the 
total required for the world's con- 
sumption. 
She did that 
in the year 
previous and the year following 
the 
great yield that 
upset all 
calcula- 
tions 
by amounting 
to 
20,000,000 
bags, or more than enough to supply 
all the world, without reckoning the 
output from other countries. 


Faced a Trade Disaster, 


To pour such a surplus into the 
channels of trade would have the cer- 
tain effect of lowering prices down 
to lowest ebb. 
Coffee growing is the 
principal industry of Brazil. 
It is 
the life of the country, the basis of 
all trade, the foundation of the na- 
tion's 
financial 
operations. 
Coffee 
prices more than cut in half 
meant 
ruin for the planters and almost vi- 
tal 
embarrassment 
to tho 
Govern- 
ment itself. 
In this emergency 
the 
Government resolved to embark into 
commercial 
enterprise 
and 
become 
the 
dominant 
factor in the coffee 
trade of the world. 


The State of Sao Paulo 
produces 
by far the larger part of Brazilian 
coffee, and the 
financial 
operations 
have been conducted chiefly in the 
name of its Government, 
although 
backed by the Federal 
Government, 
It was resolved that the Government 
should buy from the planters their 
surplus coffee and 
hold it 
against 
possible future short crops and the 
increasing demand of the'world. This 
would prevent a glut of the market 
and a collapse in prices. 
The neces- 
sary legislation was enacted, and the 
Government, both State and Nation- 
al, borrowed money in the 
financial 
centres of the Avorld to buy up the 
coffee. 


These 
loans were 
negotiated 
in 
two ways. 
One form was the or- 
dinary loan from bankers for which 
was 
pledged 
the 
expoi»t duties 
on 
coffee. 
This was done in the case of 
$15,000,000 advanced by the house 
of Rothschild, 
In other cases great 
mercantile houses interested in 
the 
coffee trade, such as Arbuckle Broth- 
ers and Grossman & Sielcken, of New 
York, and similar firms in Hamburg 
and London, advanced 
funds 
with 
the coffee itself as security. 


All told, the Brazilian State 
and 
National 
Government 
obligated 
themselves 
for 
about 
|45,000,000, 
and they hold to-day, stored in ware- 
houses in Santos, Rio Janeiro, New 
York, 
Havre, 
Hamburg 
and 
other 
trade centres, nearly 8,000,000 bags 
of jcoffee, worth 
between 
f l O 
and 
?11 a bag. 
Thus the Government is 
in absolute control of the market, 
It 
not only saved a crop panic at home 
but 
obtained 
a 
power 
over 
the 
world's markets that up to date has 
been wielded only for good, 


Scarcely Any 
Fluctuation. 


The legislative 
enactments 
autU- 
prizing the valorization scheme fixed 


the maximum and minimum 
prices 
at which the coffee should be bought 
by the Government. 
The 
Belling 
price is regulated by the open mar- 
ket demand. 
If It falls below, the 
Government declines to sell; 
If 
it 
rises higher than cost price, then the 
Government 
will 
sell 
in 
order 
to 
lighten its load. 


In face of these conditions no spec- 
ulator can do business, for there 
is 
scarcely any 
fluctuation. 
During the 
year which closed on June 30 the 
extreme range of 
fluctuation 
on the 
New York Coffee Exchange for No. 
7 (a standard grade) was 
of a 
cent, as against 2V2 cents the prev- 
ions year and twice as much in other 
years. 
The exchange has known cof- 
fee as low as 3% cents and as high 
as 21 cents a pound. 
To-day it r.ule3 
steady and non-speculative close to 
6 cents. 


Of the vast amount of coffee whiclv 
the Brazilian Government bought in 
during the winder of 1906-7 it has 
sold very little. 
Last mouth it put 
up at public auction about 300.000 
bags to establish an oflicial price for 
its holdings. 
This was necessary in 
order to form a basis for the new ten 
year loan of $50.000,000 that is In 
preparation to take up all the orig- 
inal mercantile and banking opera- 
tions in connection with the coffee 
deal and fund them into a 
single 
Government loan. 
The export tax is 
to be increased from 60 cents to $1 
per bag in order to provide an in- 
terest and sinking fund to wipe out 
the indebtedness. 


There is much similarity between 
this coffee scheme and the demands 
of cotton growers in the 
Southern 
States of this country, who in recent 
years demanded that the Government^ 
help them carry their cotton.

by tuberculosis, and that in the face of 
tlie assertion of one of thi* most emin- 
ent specialists that when ibe people 
can be roused to comprehend the traih 
and to do their duty, "lu two genera- 
tions a. ease of consumption will be as 
much, of a rarity as a case of !epro?y 
now is."' 


"Where lies the fault? It iies with 


every oiie who is not aiding: in *'se fight 
that is only just starting agaiast the 
great white plague: it lies with every 
city which bas closed its eyes and 
ears to the cry for help. Private sana- 
toriums are many, but not until there 
is a municipal awakening cau tlie bat- 
tle with tuberculosis be even said to 
be fairly joined. Iu our country New 
York is raking the lead in the light 
against the great white plague, and it 
will not be long before Chk-ago has fa!- 
len In line with municipal treatment of 
tuberculosis. 


Twenty years ago New York's death 


rate from tuberculosis was 4.45 per 
1000—now it is 2.79. Then the number 
"of deaths each year from the white 
plague was 6039. now it is COS".;, al- 
though the population has more than 
doubled in the meantime. 
Twelve 


years aso. in New York City, the war 
against tuberculosis was set *>ii foot 
by the adoption %f a system of par- 
tially voluntary and partially compul- 
sory r - tification of the health depart- 
ment iu cases of tuberculosis. Public 
institutions were required to report 
cases comins under their supervision 
and private physicians were requested 
to do so. Under this provision the de- 
partment of health carried on iiie work 
for three and a half years, and then 
adopted in 1S9T regulations requiniis 
notification in all cases. A system of 
notification is the prime- requisite in 
fighting the disease. 


The health department has prepared 


maps of the city showing every house, 
and on these maps are plotted every 
ease of death from tuberculosis. Thus 
the centres of infection are reached, 
and with the aid of the tenement house 
department conditions that give rise to 
the disease are remedied. The health 
department, as soon as it receives no- 
tice of a death from tuberculosis, un- 
dertakes the most thorough kind of fu- 
migation of the premises, or. under 
proper safeguards, delegates the duty 
to the care of the physician if he is 
reliable. Each year sees the lines of 
this preventive work drawn more ef- 
fectively.—Public Opinion.

BREEDING SWEET CORN. ^ ' 


Considerable tabular data are glv- 
en by the New Jersey 
Experiment 
Station» showing the effect, as indi- 
cated by the composition, of breeding 
sweet corn by the ear to row method.

POINTS IN GARDENING.

Stockiness is 
secured by .free ventilation, 
rather 
low temperature, a moderate amount 
of water and ample space for each 
plant. 
When the plants are to be 
used on your own farm it pays to 
make every possible effort to secure 
a stocky gi-owth. 
But if you have 
nothing but tall, Aveak overgrown 
plants don't throw them away. 
Bury 
about half the stems in a horizontal 
position, leaving only about four or 
five Inches above ground. 
The part 
below will throw out roots, and the 
plant thus treated will yield a good 
crop.—American Cultivator.

STRAWBERRY 
POINTERS. 


When you get strawberry 
plants 
don't set them until you have pruned 
them by cutting the tip ends off the 
roots. 
Where thQ roots are cut they 
will callous, and from this point the 
feeders will start, and when the feed- 
ers start pumping moisture charged 
with plant food, the plant's entire 
machinery Is put into motion, 
When 
setting the plants spread the roots 
fan-shape, put them straight 
down 
into 
the soil, press the soil 
firmly 
against the roots, leaving the cro^n 
of the plant clear up above the sur- 
tace. 


Cultivate after each rain, just as 
Eoon as the soil will crumble. 
If ii 
doesn't rain cultivate every eight or 
ten days, and keep a dust blanket be- 
tween the rows and all around the 
plants in the row. 


Remove the first runners ii for 
any reason the mother plants are not 
growing vigorously; Jet the first run- 
ners set if the mother plant says so; 
her appearance and condition 
will 
talk. 


Mulch immediately., after the first 
freeze. In the spring part the mulch 
directly 
over 
the rows, just wide 
epough for the plants Xo come up 
through, 


Grow the plants either in the dou- 
ble hedgerow or in tho twin single 
hedgerow. 


Never pull any weeds; kill them 
before they are big enough to pull. 


Just as soon as the jilants are set 
out begin to cultivate. 


Pinch off the fruit stems before 
buds open.—Indianapolis News.
